“ASSURANCE OF VICTORY” 


BRITAIN’S LARGE 
SECRET RESERVE 
OF AIRCRAFT 


London, Yesterday. 


IN ADDITION TO THE published strongth of the 


R.A.F., Britain has a “very large” 


secret. re- 


_ serve of war planes, states a pamphlet issued 
by the Ministry of Information entitled “Assur- 


ance of Victory.” 


After a close analysis of eve

gle, the pamphlet concludes that the Allies are 
in a superior position to Germany. 


‘The pamphiect docs not give pre- 
else figures of alrernaft strength and 
production, but says the fact that we 
now have at home four tlmes as 
many first-line planes as in 1934-35 
(apart from a growing force of hun- 
dreds overscas) docs nothing lke 
justice to the remarkable advance

Tho pamphiet saya the Nazis 
have been shut off from resources 
without which thay cannet pos- 
albly win a tong war. 

Tq keep thelr air force golng in a 
“total”. war, the Nazis would need to 
bulld over 3,000 planes a month and 
recruit pilots on the samo scale.

The nolse of propellers pass- 
ing close wns almost continuous and 
very soon explosions were heard 
but Ursula skilfully avolded the at- 
tack and after n time came to perin- 
cope depth to have a look round. 


Two destroyere were standing 
by the poaltion In which the 
enemy cruleer had beon and 
those appeared to be eearching 
for survivors, 


There was-no sign at all of the 
cruiser which had sunk very rapid- 


Satisfied with her work, Ursula 
left the area which, from the many 
explosions heard, was still very un- 
henlthy in splte of the {nct that tho 
submarine hnd cluded the initial 
counter-attack of the German des- 
troyers. 


Skitful Attack 


The skilful ond successful attack 
of Ursula close to the entrance of 
one of the German fiect’s main har- 
bours shows that the personnel of 
British submarines at the present 
time are worthy successors to the of- 
flcers and men who so successfully 
penetrated enemy waters during the 
last war. . 

Ursula Ja a small submarine, 
having a surface displacemant 
of 840 tonsa and a complement of 
27 officers and men, 

She was completed In Decom- 
ber fast -year at # cost of alight- 
ly over £200,000. 

The German crulsers of the Koln 
eloss—thore are three of them—are 
vessels of 6,000 tons displacement 
mounting: nine 5.0-Inch guna and 
having a complement of S71 officers 
und men.

- The League 
colla ; the Front broke in France 
and was defeated in Spain; at Munich 
it suffered the final dishonour. 

For a time Stalin hesitated and In- 
clined towards isolation. He dis- 
missed Litvinov, negotiated simul- 
tancously with London and Berlin, 
and Onally signed his pact with Rib- 
bentrop.

(2) He stipulated that If Russian 
nrmies marched into Poland to svp- 
port her against Germany, they 
should control the civil government 
of their bases of operation in White 
Russla and the Ulraine, It was a 
thin disguise for a claim to take this 
territory as n reward for protecting, 
Poland. 

The Western Powers were too 
serupulous ‘or too confident to pay 
Stalin's price, What they would not 
grant be got from the Germans, who 
ure not embarrassed by scruples, 

The paradox of this achievement 
is that Stalin has got with the assent 
of the Germans, strategical positions 
that are of value to him, chiefly be- 
cause iey will serve to fend off a 
possible German . invasion. 

Stalln no more feared aggression 
from Finland and the Baltle States 
than JEsop’s' wolf feared the provo- 
cations of the lamb. What-he did 
fear was that if ever Hitler's armies 
should march eastwards in search of 


“Lebensraum" to colonise, they 
would follow one or both of two ab- 
vious routes, ; 

The southern road leads through 
Lemberg Into the black earth of 
the Ukraine. The northern road, 
by land, sea, and alr, leads along 
the Baltle shores to Leningrad. 
That great industrial city occupies 
an undeniably vulnerabie poaltion. 
Hf tho Finns or the other Baitlo 
peoples were to.assist-q German 
plan of conquest, the defence of 
thls exposed city would not be 
easy. 

Doth’ these roads Stalin has now 
closed. To do it he has had to rob 
three defenceless States and under- 
mine thelr Independence. In the pro- 
cess he hns forfeited 1 deferisive 
asset more valuable than many Bal- 
{le harbours—the respect and sym- 
pathy of progressive Europe. 


‘Treachery Presupposed 


What in the concrete docs he fear? 
Ix it that the war he precipitated 
may end prematurely, before we are 
all exhausted? Is it that the Allies 
will patch up some sort of pence, if 
not with Hitler, then with Goering or 
a restored monorchy? 

In that event, Germany, with her 
military power Intact, would turn 
eastwards and win, at his expense, 
the conquests she had renounced jn 
the West. Grent Britain, he may 
suspect, would give its blessing te 
this enterprise, and might even aid 
it, at any rate with loans and muni- 
{ions, ‘ 

That, perhaps, js why he lald so 
Inuch stress on acquiring the Finnish 
port of Petsamo, It Hes in sterile and 
almost uninhabited country on the 
shores of the Arctle.. But the Gulf 
Stream swarms its waters. It could 
be used by a Western Power—Iif its 
raullway were completed — ta send 
munitions to the Finns, even If the 
Baltic were closed. 

It sounds like the fantastic dream 
of an evil mind. It presupposes the 
deliberate treachery of every actor 
In the nightmare. 

T wish T could dismiss it as im- 
possible, Unluckily, It corresponds 


only too ¢losely to the secret wishes 
of the reactlonaries in our own coun- 
try, and probnbly in Germany also. 
In some states of public apinion it 
could be reallsed. 


Folly Of Stalin 


The folly of Stalin is that he has 
se acted as to bring thjs perilous 
condition of public Spitlone very 
much nenrer, He has turned against 
himself the anger thnt brutality and 
ill-falth atwnys do arouse and ought 
to arouse, 


He hns left us no answer to the 
charge that his system and Hitler's 
are politically akin, He has aroused 
all that Is wornt in the United States 
as well ns all that is best, and 
brought on his own party, both there 
nnd In France, a wave of Intolerance 
and persecution. 

He has, moreover, raised a pro- 
blem that may one day vox us 
all. For If ever we are able to 
restore peace and freedom to 
Europe, what will be cur duty to 
Fintand? Are we to restoro In- 
dependence to Czechs and Poles, 
and teave the Finns at the mercy 
of his dictatlon? 

This materlalist may believe that 
his bombing planes and his fched 
naval -bases will alwnys protect him 
ngainst the conscience of mankind. 
If that ts our destiny, then the Dark 
Ages have returned. 

We cannot concen] our opinion; but 
In thls situntion caution In action ts 
as necessary as fennk specch. 

The anger Stalin has inflamed ts 
danrerous, because it will have as its 
ener ally forces that hnte the Soviet 
Union, not because of its fallings, 
but Because of its great and enduring 
achievements. 

Something of these, under alt the 
corruptions of despotism, remains 
Intact. These it Is our duty as So- 
clallsts to protect, even when we 
stand by the Finns, ‘ 

Thore Ip another and even more 

-obvioun reason for cnutlon. If 

Stalin has cause to fear the overt 

enmity of the Western Powers, he 

may seok safety by becoming the 
actlve military ally of Germany 
and the accomplice of Japan. 

If that were to happen, democracy 
would so under for the rest of our 
Hfetime. Where every road Is mincd, 
let ws walk wartly.

With the results of his own exploits, 


and filled with the lust of his own: 


ainbition, he marched on Poland. 
Hitler had succeeded by bold, swift

No Government sure of Itself 
would depend to such depths of In- 
anity, The only reason for such 
exhibitions is anger and fear,

methods of warfare, and an increas- 
ing conviction, born long before the 
wor—that dictatorship must not 
continue. : : 


Growing Feeling 
Of Apprchension 


I do not suppose that the people 
of Germany are aware of these facts, 
Tt assume that they belleved the “Ark 
Royal” was destroyed. I imagine

In France, the Prime Minister has 
just crented a Purchasing Committee 
whose comporition recalls that of 
the Restrictions Committee of 1916, 
but with a fundamental difference, 
in that the Ministries concerned are 
no longer represented by Haison oMf- 
cers but by the actual Ministers them- 
selves, It §s no Jonger- an advisory 
committee, but an executive body, 
{aking immediate decisions It 
vitally concerned with the Innd 
-blockade of Germany which is now 
belng carried out In addition to the 


sea blockade s0 effectively maintain- 
|. | ed by the Allied: Fleets. 


The war js at present In the nature 
of a sicge, since each belligerent re- 
mains for the moment behind his 
fortified lines. There are Invariably 
tavo means of reducing such fortress- 
vs—breach or siege, ‘and an integral 
part of slege operntions Is the block~ 
ade. 

The continentat land blockade at~ 
tempted by Napoleon I ngainst Eng~ 
Jand war, was without doubt, the 
beginning of the long struggle which 
ended with: Waterloo, The Napotco- 
nic enterprise was doomed to failure, 
for since Trnfalgar Great Britain had 
possessed tlie mastery of the seas. 


It was precisely this sca mastery 
which, in 1914, permitted the Allies 
to organise the successful Continental 
blockade of Germany on her lond 
frontiers. 


Never Absolute 


To tell the truth, that land block- 
ade of 1914-18, owing to the respect 
paid to the rights of neutrals and the 
lack ‘of definite Halson between the 
Allics, was never absolute and, In 
any cure, took some time to become 
effective. Fven In France, no one 
realised its tmportance at the outset 
und it Is well worth reenlling the 
‘nesttation and the difidence of the 
French Government of thot day. 


In January 1016 there existed In 
France a body known a8 the "Com- 
mittee of Restriction of Enemy Sup- 
plies,” or rather, of “Restrictions” 
pure and simple. J was attached to 
that Committco. as representative of 
General Gailieni, then Minister of 
War, and from the first meeting I 
reniised that though the members 
were highly skilled men, fully in 
touch with affairs and capable of 
making valuable reports, they tacked 
the one essential—o chief. In fact, 
the transformation of the Committee 
into a Ministry of Blockade was at 
that, moment in abeyance, princi- 
pally owing to the difficulty of choos 
ing a Mixister. 


‘As for the Halson with the Brit- 
fsh, it cannot be said that it was

non-existent! “The Counter Admiral 
who presided even explained that he 
had gone to England and that he 
had attended a mecting of a parallel 
organisation, which had handled In 
a similar way questions - analogous 
to those discussed by the French .

Two Methods 


The land blockade has two methods, | , 


apart from actual military action, of 
achieving its object—namely to deny 
to the enemy his vital supplics. 


The first method is to undertake 
to buy from a neutral country 
such natural or industrial products 
as may be regarded as supplies for 
Germany. The sale of such products 
en masse by the neutral might be 
considered as Incompatible with neu- 
trality and It Js therefore necessary 
to negotiate In detail—n fairly deli- 
cate matter, 
not desire to waste money! 


The second fs to compete with and 
to bent Germany in the actual pur- 
chose of supplics, In the field of 
dircet. purchase, the victory is al- 
rendy in sight, for It Js clear that 
direct purchases cin hardly be ne~ 
gotinted by.- the Reich, which locks 
foreign exchange ‘and will fecl the 
pinch more and more now that: — 
after Germany's flagrant violation of 
international maritime law by the

Negative Aspect 


But this js the negative aspect of 
the confilct. It is all very well to 
aspire to prevent Hitierism from 
dominating Europe, but it is not 
enough. The great question which 
preoccup!es public opinion, both In 
the belligerent and in the neutral 
countries, {s to know by what the 
existing system !s golng to be replac~ 
ed, whnt use the Allies propose to 
make of thelr victory? 


Even if rid of Hitler and hisme- 
thods, the Europe of 1939 cannot 
satisfy anyone. The Austrians, the 
Czecho-Slovaks and the Poles — to 
mention only these peoples — have 
a right to something more than their 
present status. _ 


Nor would the Europe of 1939 be 
satisfactory. Facts have proved that 
the Treaties of 1919 were Inadequate 
to safeguard the peace. These unfor- 
tunate Treaties are criticised, some- 
times excessively, by public opinion 
In most countries. 1 would add that 
it is above all the manner in which 
they were applied that left much to 
be destred. The provisions of the 


,Covenant of the League of Nations 


concerning disarmament, economic 
freedom, collective security and the 
pacific revision of treatics were weuk, 
not to say tmld, and efforts were 
made to eluds, discredit and destroy,

Three Main Ideas 


But what Kind of Europe do the 
Nations propose to build up? It 
would be dangerous ‘to arrive at the 
Peace Conference without plan and 
preparation, Just as yesterday, under 
the menace of Hitlerlsm, the Allies 
were obliged, while at peace, to pre- 
pure for war, 50 to-day, while at 
war, they must elaborate thelr pro- 
gramme of peace, 


This question merits examination. 
There are three ideas which oppear

No one knows what Germany will 
do. Enslaved by Hiller, she is still 
an unknown quantity. She may re- 
volt against the man by whose les 
and methods she fs dlshonoured. On 
the other hand, she may remain pere 
verted, intoxicated and dominated by 
Hitlerlsm up to the final defeat at 
the bitter end: It would be neither 
just nor politic to trent a Germany 
having divested herself of Hitlerism 
inthe fame way as a Germany which 
adhered to these pernicious doctrines 
up to the last gasp.

Secret Of Security 


Then again, the prosperity and the 
security of a new age will not de- 
pend upon the actual frontiers. Even 
supposing thnt Germany Ss split up 
into a number of small States—which 
would be nelther rensongble nor pos- 
sible—nothing could prevent these 
States, in ten, twenty or thirty years, 
from re-grouping themselves under 
the standard of another agitator. Ths 
Allies were unable to oppose the In- 
corporation of Austria in the Third 
Reich or the annexation of Czccho- 
Slovakla, .They¥ would probably be 
just as powerless, some twenty years 
after the peace, to prevent the more 
i réunion of Bavaria and Prus- 
sla, 


The secret of security and Euro- 
pean appeasement must therefore be 
discovered by other means and here 
I come to my third {!dea—o European

We do not hear’ of a woman's 
movement in Germany. There are no 
distingulshed women leaders. We 
look in vain for weil known women 
writers und thinkers fit to compare 
with Ellen Wilklnson, Mrs, Sydney 
Webb, Winifred Holtby, Virginian 
Wolfe, Jane Harrison or a Madame 
Curle, because women are not en- 
couragcd to advance to the higher 
educational levels, They are not ex- 
cluded from the universities, but 
they are certainly not encournged tu 
go there. ’ : 


It is because women In Germany 
have abdicated from their rightful 
position or because they have never 


occupicd it, that they exert no kind’

That is why German policy Is 
characterised by ruthlessness, fron 
discipline and rigidity. That is why 
German alrmen are applauded when 
they bomb and machine-gun de-~ 
fenceless trawlers,’ and  unnrmec 
merchant ships.

Estonia and Latvia, can Stalin’ in- 


voke his. suspicion: of the policy of 
the Government in question, 
Finland is governed by (ree think- 
ing, and openly confessed democrats, 
well pleased tu live In peace and 
confidence with the’ Soviets. Tan- 
ner, the Soclallst Minister who was 
sent to negotinte wilh Moscow and 
has been violently atliucked by Mo- 
lotell, ds Iknown to the Labour and 
Co-operative organizadens of | the 
whole world’ for his level headed- 
ness and his good sense, One can 


rack one’s brain, itis impossible te 
discover any reasan fer this 
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slon, excepting that of ihe right of 
the stronger. Stalin's crime against 
Finland. Is a striking and naked 
Wustration of | brutality, animal 
greed nnd abuse of force, and this is 
why ft arouses the nobler passlons 
of mankind in the whele world. 

T must admit that, up to the last 
minute, I thought that Stalin would 
confine himself to threats. It -is 
true I was not so naive is to supe 
pose that he would be deterred by 
moral scruples but up to the present 
hix whole behnviour shows that he 
wishes to abstain from open und 
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publicly confessed — belligerence in 
Hitler's camp, and I believed that 
he would nbstaln from a direct 
aggression against Finland owlng to 
the difficulties that) might arlse’ for 
a belligerent state in spite of Itself. 
To-day stlll, I believe that Stalin 
doen not desire to intervene In the 
war openly and publicly on the 
side of Hitler's Germany, If he has 
nonetheless staked his claim, this ts 
beentre $n the present state of 
aftairs, he-thinks it unlikely — that, 
developments may arise that would’ 
definitely involve him In such a 
war. Up to the present, unfor- 
tunately, the facts are in favour of 
his argument. Whatever the ¢mo- 
tion ond the anxiety af the other 
Senndinavian States, they have so 
far remained neutral and the Allies 
therefore cannot intervene to sup- 
port them. The Russinn operation 
will doubtless be confined to Fin- 
Jand, The Finnish people ts fght- 
Ing and will fight for its Iberty, 
heroleally, desperately, but so. far, 
It is clear that it will fight alone. 
The small states of Europe, whose 
future existence Is nonetheless the 
veritable {ssuc involved in the war, 
are parniysed by their isolation and 
their fear, and the Allies have not 
the right to reproach them with this 
fnet, for they also bear a certain 
eponsibitity In the material and 
psychological — process which has 
resulted in the destruction of ‘the 
conception of collective security, 
tf my Interpretation Is correct, 
will permit of the establishment of 
a fairly defnite and simple defini- 
tion of the position of Stalin in the 
European crisis, Stalin. fs not: a 
mere spectator, nor fe he neutral 
in the honest sense of the word for , 
he ds In agreement with — Hitler, 
while fundamentally distrustful of 


-Jhim, and he will therefore support 


the victory of Germany, while hop- 
ing to beneflt by the results, He fs, 
in the real sense of the word, the 
war profitecr, Whenever he sces 
the possibility of annexing here or 
there on new tract of territory, 4 
strategical position, any kind of 
political or material advantasze, 
when he can goin anything or fish 
in troubled waters — obviously 
without being compelled to de 

himself 2° belligerent—he . will act 
immediately without losing: an in- 
stant. He will do so by using 
his Red Army, his rhdlo or his 
Comintern, He will do so with a 
decision only equalled by his cynl- 
cism, without the slightest hesita- 
tion and without seruple. There is 
no need to seek farther, no need te 
divine great designs or grent sys-

collective uprising and on the type 
of propaganda designed — to attract 
the: masses. For the musses must 
‘roused to action, they must be 
persuaded — care must atleast be 
talento deceive them, 

Stalin no longer talces this trouble. 
He has therefore made his choice 
between Peter the Great and Lenin.

THE PILOTS AND GUNNERS of the R.A.F. planes 


which participated in 


the great air battle over 


the Heligoland Bight have now completed 
their reports on the engagement. 


It seems that the Germans were perturbed by the’ 
ease with which our planes had raided Heligo- 
land on the earlier raid, on December 3, and on 
Monday, our machines met strong enemy 
squadrons directly they entered the Bight. 


Our machines were heavily out-numbered and out- 
manoeuvred by the high speed of the German 
fighters, many of which were the now Mes- 
serchmidt two-engined planes. 


It 1s helieved that the Germans ha’ 
‘brought planes to Heligoland from 
other parts of the country to increase 
the defences. 

Reports of our pilots reveal the 
daring of the enemy alrmen who at- 
tacked repeatedly despite heavy 
losses, in an endenvour to make the 
R.A.F. planes brenk formation. 


Ignoring rhe heavy anti-alrcraft 
fire and constant attacka by enemy 
planes, the R.A.F, aircraft kept in, 

- formation wing tip to wing thp, and 
thls enabled them to keep down 
losses. 


PURSUED 60 MILES 


One of our machines was cut off 
from the main, squadrons and pur- 
sued out to sea for 60 miles by a 
Messerschmidt. 

Tt was this R.A.F. plane which shot 
down five enemy fighters. 


In another of our planes, both 
gunners were wounded, and, the 
second pifot dashed from one 
gun to the other beating off 
enemy attacks from all direc- 
tlons. 


BIGGEST EVER 


‘The crew, of one RAF, machine 
which enme down in the sea report 
that all their guns were put out of 
actlon. 


The bottom of the gun turret was 
blown out by o shell, and the turret 
caught on fire. The gunner managed 
to quench the binze and survived. 

The lender of the R.A.F. bombers 
declares: “Tn fact this was the big- 
pest air battle ever fought. Between 
80 and 100 mochines took part."—
